We set out 600 plants about 
the first of May. They survived a frost that killed most of the 
Tomatoes in the neighborhood. We picked the first ripe ones July 4, 
and when frost came about the middle of October we were still pick- 
I canned 50 gallons of Toma- 
toes and gave away 19 or 20 bushels of them and I have no way of 
telling how many bushels lay there and rotted. Last year was the 
driest we have had in some time but our vines stayed nice and green 
all summer. We certainly don’t want to miss planting some of them 
--each time we raise a garden. We have good luck with your other 
seeds too.
